The vignette recognized Mr. George M. Lee, Second Master of the High School, organizer of 
the High School Lacrosse Team and in 1871]orignated the name “Excelsior” for their 
Lacrosse Team. The name has been synonymous with Brampton Lacrosse ever since. 

A GROWING NEED — PUBLIC GENERAL HOSPITAL 

City Councillor Metzak narrated the vignette 

The vignette recognized Ms. Susie Campbell, County Secretary for the Women’s Institute, 
who in 1909 recognized the need for a hospital in Brampton to help establish Brampton as its 


own sufficient community. Delayed by World War I, the first hospital opened in Brampton 
in 1925. 
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5. TAMING OF THE ETOBICOKE CREEK — FLOOD OF 1948 
City Councillor Hames narrated the vignette. 


The vignette recognized the numerous floods of the Etobicoke Creek that occurred in 
Brampton between 1819 and 1946 resulting in at least three fatalities. Over the years the 
roads were built over the Etobicoke Creek and the creek flowed through an underground 
tunnel. As a result of a spring thaw in March, 1948 the creek overflowed its banks and 
businesses were submerged in 6 feet of water. In 1952 the creek was diverted and no major 
flooding as occurred since. 


6. AMALGAMATION AND THE CITY OF BRAMPTON 
City Councillor Cowie narrated the vignette. 


Brampton was one of the first settlements in Peel to be incorporated into a village. In 1874 
Brampton became the first town. In 1974 Brampton became a City.

Mr. Garry Linton, Supervisor of Urban Forestry and Landscape Construction, Community Services 
gave a presentation on the Emerald Ash Borer, an insect which attacks Ash trees, except for 
Mountainash species. 


Mr. Linton displayed pictures of the impact of this borer on ash trees in the City of Windsor and 
advised of how it is spread between communities. He advised of proposed preventative measures and 
research being done to stop the spread including cutting down of a number of ash trees over an area of 
approximately 5 kilometres just outside the City of Windsor creating a “firewall”. He indicated that 
there has not yet been any evidence of this borer in Brampton.

Whereas there has been widespread decline of ash trees in the southeast section of Michigan attributed 
to the bark-boring insect “Emerald Ash Borer’, native to China; and, 


Whereas this insect has now been discovered by Arborists in the Windor area; and 
Whereas the western Ontario communities of Amherstburg, Essex, Tecumseh and LaSalle are 
currently under quarantine (no ash wood or debris to leave the area) by the Canadian Food Inspection

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Whereas the City of Windsor over the next two to three years expects to lose their entire population of 
ash trees to this pest, at a remedial cost in excess of $4 million; and,

i. A set of universal population and employment forecasts for Central Ontario 
with regional breakdowns coordinated with local forecasts; 

ii. Mapping of urban area needs based on at least 30 year forecasts; 

il. Identification of key strategic infrastructure required to service growth; 

iv. A natural system strategy to identify provincially significant and 
environmental features and functions to be protected based on updated 
provincially supported technical studies with a companion financial 
strategy including appropriate compensation to affected landowners ; 

v. A transportation and transit master plan identifying GTA wide and regional 
linkages and infrastructure; 

vi. Sufficient direction to replace the existing official plans of the GTA 
Regional Municipalities 


c. Establish an effective legislative and policy framework that enforces clear strategic 
directions consistent with the Smart Growth strategic directions, including a revised 
Provincial Policy Statement. 


d. Develop a detailed financial implementation strategy that establishes sufficient and 
sustainable funding sources and financial accountability for growth including 
necessary community services, inter-regional road network improvements, public 
transit, and environmental protection measures. The strategy should include 
consideration of new funding sources such as gas tax revenue, provincial capital 
budget commitments, and enhanced Development Charges legislation. 


That the Central Ontario Smart Growth Panel and the Province of Ontario be advised that in 
addition to the suggested elements of a smart growth strategy, the City of Brampton has the 
following specific comments on the recommendations contained in the draft Strategic 
Directions for a Central Ontario Smart Growth Strategy:

Panel Recommendation # 1 - directs growth to existing urban areas. The

Ontario Smart Growth Panel’s strategic direction and an urban expansion 
critical to accommodating projected growth in the GTA; and 


Panel Recommendation # 5 — indicates the smart growth strategy should 


address affordable housing in part by facilitating accessory units in residential 
areas. 
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The City of Brampton recommends that accessory units should not be permitted 
‘as of right’ in all residential areas. Rather, local planning conditions, 
availability of service and infrastructure and other issues should be taken into 
consideration. In this regard the City of Brampton advises that the City of 
Brampton prefers to consider accessory unit proposals through a full rezoning 
process under section 34 of the Planning Act. 


4. That, in providing Smart Growth funding and resource allocation, the Province of 
Ontario be requested to give priority consideration to municipalities with a 
comprehensive smart growth strategy such as the City of Brampton Smart Growth 
Implementation Solutions set out in Table 1 of this Report. 


5. That the Province of Ontario be encouraged to immediately initiate amendments to the 
Provincial Policy Statement and the Development Charges Act to implement the Smart 
Growth strategic directions including addressing the following issues: 


a. Provincial Policy Statement 


i. Revise and strengthen to provide municipalities with a clear and strong 
foundation for making and defending long term planning decisions and 
to protect Ontario’s interests in land use planning. 


ii. Brampton’s specific recommendations regarding the PPS were 
provided to the Province in October 2001 and are attached as 
Appendix 4 to this Report. 


b. Development Charges Act: 


Allow growth related capital expenditures for all municipal services to be funded at 
appropriate service levels through the Development Charges Act by: 


1. Reinstating services excluded from the Development Charges Act 
including woodlots, parkland, hospitals, administrative and cultural 
facilities; 

2. Reinstating the ability to assess 100% of growth related costs for all 
municipal services 

3. Reinstating appropriate service levels definitions to allow municipalities to 
properly apply for needed municipal service levels 


6. That the Urban Development Institute of Ontario (UDI) commissioned report by Hemson 
Consulting “Investing for Tomorrow: Moving Forward with Smart Growth in Central 
Ontario” be endorsed as useful input into discussions with the Central Ontario Smart 
Growth Panel. Specifically the Province is encouraged to re-engage in big picture 
planning and funding of strategic infrastructure; municipalities, the public and the 
development industry are encouraged to re-engage in community building; and the 
Federal government is encouraged to support and fund urban infrastructure. 


Staff provided clarification with respect to concerns raised regarding the recommendation of 
replacement of existing official plans of the GTA Regional Municipalities in relation to the GTA 
Systems Plan. Suggestions were given to have the future Regional Official plans to have regard to this 
plan.

Ms. Kim Robinson, Performing Animal Program Coordinator, Zoocheck Canada raised concerns with 
respect to public safety issues with respect to the handling of circus animals including inadequate 
safety plans, possibility of the escape of animals which could cause human injury. Ms. Robinson 
played a video of an incident in Hawaii in 1994 where an elephant escaped from the circus.

Details were provided regarding the proposal from the Provincial Government that municipalities hold 
a referendum on future tax increases and the negative impact this would have on the municipalities of 
Ontario, specifically with respect to its income. She recommended some changes to the proposed 
resolution included with the agenda. 


Discussions took place with respect to the limited resources available to municipalities to generate 
revenue, distribution of taxes paid to the government by the average taxpayer, and the impact of the 
Provincial Government’s proposal on the quality of life in Ontario’s municipalities.

Whereas the Provincial Government has introduced its election platform which contains a proposal 
that will require municipalities to hold a referendum on future tax increases; and 


Whereas up to 50 per cent of a typical Ontario municipality’s budget relates to costs beyond municipal 
control, including services mandated or controlled by the Provincial Government as a result of 
downloading (e.g. social services, pooling); the cost of provincially-mandated changes to service 
delivery standards (e.g. provincial regulatory changes relating to drinking water standards); and 
general changes in local demographic/economic conditions; and 
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Whereas municipalities have limited revenue sources, namely fines, fees, permits and property taxes 
while the Provincial Government has significant tax sources such as PST, income tax, fuel tax, liquor 
and cigarette taxes, corporate taxes, and a number of fines, fees and permits; and 


Whereas the complexity of the current property tax system and the continuation of mandatory capping 
already puts residential taxpayers at risk in years when commercial assessment may be declining, and 
tax ratios are capped; and 


Whereas the promise of allowing municipalities access to a limited number of new revenue sources 
virtually unworkable if a referendum of directly affected parties, only, is a prerequisite to 
implementation; and 


Whereas unlike the province and federal government (and many U.S. municipalities), Ontario 
municipalities are prohibited from running operating deficits or financing current expenditures from 
borrowing, making the unfettered ability to set the property tax at a rate sufficient to cover all costs 
budgeted for the year a fundamental requirement; and 


Whereas the government has failed to take into account the adverse impacts that reduced revenue 
flexibility would have on municipal debt ratings or the potential that rating downgrades would increase 
the cost of borrowing, placing additional stress on local budgets; and 


Whereas municipalities are already being restricted in fees and permit increases through such 
legislation as the Municipal Act, Development Charge Act and the pending BRAGG legislation; 


Whereas the cost to hold a referendum will be an additional downloaded burden on the local property 


taxpayer by the Provincial Government and in the City of Brampton would cost approximately 
$450,000.00; and 


Whereas municipalities across Ontario are accountable and responsible and have instituted zero 
increases where possible and have always justified any tax increases to their public in open public 
sessions of budget discussions; and 


Whereas this policy could force municipalities to accumulate more debt; 


AND WHEREAS the municipal level of government is the most transparent level of government in 
Canada in that all decisions, with only specific exceptions are made in public;
